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TODAYS'S ELONGATEDS by Lee Martin #129 

Santa Ana, Calif. 

Several months ago I was informed that another roller had decid¬ 
ed to abandon a book he had been working on for some time. I felt 
the hobby needed more information and decided to ask rollers to co¬ 
operate and perhaps I could put together a quick summation of what 
was available in today's elongated field. After writing extensively 
to all rollers, I found about 2/3 of them willing to send informa¬ 
tion. The individual who had been writing a book was too busy to 
send copy and to my surprise I found his book was not abandoned, 
merely continuing "under wraps." 

The logic behind the surprised abandonment of the book was to 
eliminate constant pressure from collectors asking when the book 
would be available. It was a sensible method of handling the pres¬ 
sure but it made me unhappy because I was in to a project that would 
be time-consuming and possibly somewhat repetitious. Fortunately, 
the extensive research of the author of the projected book will make 
his book far more complete and aimed at a somewhat different level. 

Currently the book, "Today's Elongateds," is about 2/3 comple¬ 
ted and it is hoped it will be ready for delivery in late July and 
even if some road blocks occur, prior to the ANA meeting. There will 
be a short biography about each roller, many photographs of coins, 
lots of line drawings and a number of stories giving information 
about elongateds that should be of interest to the beginner and ad¬ 
vanced collector. 

The price of "Today's Elongateds" has not been established as 
it will be based on the exact cost plus about a $1 profit. The pro¬ 
fit will be divided equally between the three elongated clubs. Cur¬ 
rent mintage of 100 books is scheduled. No covers will accompany the 
majority of them as the book is to be placed in a looseleaf notebook 
and added to each year by rollers when they have additional coins 
completed. Thus, "Todays Elongateds" may be a book without end. A 
few collectors have asked for bound copies. The binding costs will 
be added to the book price for those who want this type of completed 
release. Thus far about five copies have been ordered with bindings. 
Peel free to order "Today's Elongateds" for your looseleaf notebook 
or as a bound copy. Projected prioe should vary from $6 to $10, de¬ 
pending on final costs for printing. The large number of photos in¬ 
volved will make the cost rise somewhat higher than anticipated but 
photos always add something to a book. 

One of the real problems about producing a book of this type is 
that readers hope to price their elongateds by viewing their coins 
in a book. It would be easy to say all elongateds are worth 50 cents 
each if they are one cent pieces and raise the price substantially 
depending on what denomination is involved. Obviously, the mintage 
factor and demand has something to do with this theory. Therefore, 
coins will be priced by the rollers when the roller is able to give 
initial issue price. In some instances no price will be listed be¬ 
cause coins were rolled by one individual and sold by another who 
did not cooperate. The book should be extensive but will not be a 
complete rendering of all coins currently available. Accept it for 
what it is. It is the story of today's rollers and their numerous 
releases but only the rollers who were willing to assist the hobby.

But what 
is the PONY CLUB? It could be that some of you al¬ 
ready know, as I believe that there is at least 
one branch in the U.S.A. But, for the others, the 
Pony Club is an organization for young people in¬ 
terested in ponies, their care, and in riding. The 
organization is similar to the Boy Scouts, Girl 
Guides etc, and, like these organizations, is rep¬ 
resented on the National Youth Council and is aimed 
at producing better citizens. 

The specific aims ares- 

To encourage young people to ride and to learn to enjoy all kinds 
of sport connected with riding. 

To provide instruction in riding and horsemanship and to instil 
in members the proper care of their animals. 

To promote the highest ideals of sportsmanship, citizenship and 
loyalty, there-by cultivating strength of character and self dis¬ 
cipline. 

The Pony Club has a membership of over 35,000 in the United 
Kingdom and an overseas membership exceeding 46,000, with 299 
branches in Aden, Australia, Bahamas, Canada, Cypress, Dennmark, 
Eire, Germany, Jamaica, Kenya, Kuwait, Malta, Netherlands, New Zea¬ 
land, Rhodesia, Singapore, South Africa, Swaziland and the U.S.A. 

Each branch organizes instructional rallies every couple of 
weeks on a Sunday morning and, in addition, arranges show jumping 
contests, gymkhanas and visits to Drag Hunts. Gymkhanas are, by the 
way, games for youngsters, ranging from potatoe races to a variation 
on Musical Chairs.

The first real elongated coin I ever saw was 
an 1893 Columbian Exposition cent, which I ac¬ 
quired and which I still have. The first real 
elongated collectors I ever met in person were 
Alberta and Lloyd Wagaman. This meeting took 
place in the lobby of the Jung Hotel, in New Orleans last year.

The first is a very attractive post card of 
the ANA headquarters in the Springs which was issued April 18, 1971, 
to commemorate the first day of the 1971 National Coin Week. The 
stamp used was a 50 Washington blue and the coin is a rolled out 
penny on which the wording, ANA National Coin Week, the date etc. is 
printed. This cover was limited to 100 and it is sought by many 
collectors of elongateds. 

Number 2 cover from the Springs area featuring an elongated cent 
which also is impressed with the Air Force Chapel is the last year's 
which honored the U.S. Air Force's 14th commencement. An 80 Peace 
Corps commemorative stamp was used. This issue was limited to 200 
covers.

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MORE ABOUT THE UNUSUAL COIN AUCTION by Eric Goodwin TEC #520 

Santa Ana, Calif, 

lee Martin, C.B, Weatherly and Warren Bunge should be congratu¬ 
lated for pioneering their 10 hour long coin auction in Orange 
County. They went to considerable expense in advertising and rent¬ 
ing an excellent auditorium on the campus of a local college with¬ 
out knowing the outcome of their endeavors. It turned out so suc¬ 
cessfully that it is hoped some coin organization in the county will 
try to repeat such an auction on a regular basis. In addition to the 
positive features which I wrote about in the last TEC NEWS, I would 
like to add several other ideas used which made the auction success¬ 
ful. In order to complete the transfer of a large amount of material, 
in most cases the buyer could not examine the coins before purchase, 
every buyer was given the opportunity of returning the material with 
in one half hour after they received their coins. What could be 
fairer than this? It is a courtesy I have never seen afforded the 
buyer at any other auction I have attended. 

I thought the prices I paid for the material I bought were very 
fair, but at the end of the auction Lee Martin, who is one of our 
Directors of TEC, gave me a package of medals whose value was such 
as to greatly reduce my total investment. In fact, after looking at 
that package, I wish I had bid for and bought all of the other pack¬ 
ages of medals he had put up for sale. This was not the only example 
of Lee's generosity. I know of at least one other person to whom he 
gave a gift of a package of coins or medals after the auction, and 
during the auction he would usually give a gift of a H Cover or 
some other item to the person who had Just won the bidding. These 
gifts had considerable value in themselves and were not just some 
inexpensive give-away. This generosity is typical of Lee who has 
done more to promote coin collecting in Orange County than any other 
person I know. He has served as president of several clubs, during 
which time the clubs experienced outstanding success, and this year 
is serving as President of the Numismatic Council of Orange County, 
commonly known as N.C.O.C.
